task per.« onitllJ ^ and insist that I am 
mistaken. 
To some it may seem that a 
discussion upon this question is mere hair 
splitting. 
Ti* my mind it is an important 
question, politically considered. 
I have met a number of persons woo 
were once Republicans but are now bitter 
enemies of the republican purty, because 
it has, as they say, enacted and kept in 
force, the internal revenue law, which 
(they claim) is a national license law, for 
the sale of intox icatiugdrinks ny the g a l­ 
lon in places where (also falsely claimed) 
neither county or municipal license can 
be obtained 
If this false assertion has 
been half ns effective in general in alienu- 
ting republicans as it has been within the 
short circuit of my travels, it costs the 
Republican party far more votes in New 
\ork state than enough to have elected 
the Republican candidate for president. 
Then, if this was the point on which the 
last presidential election turned, and I 
verily believe it was; if this charge against 
the Republican party influenced enough 
votes to give the electoral vote of the Em­ 
pire state to the Democrats and thus elect­ 
ed Grover Cleveland to the presidency 
then it becomes a question of great polit­ 
ical importance, whether the charge be 
true or false.

A number of memorials from several dio­ 
ceses w en* then submitted, their subjects sim­ 
p ly bung announced and their reading dis­ 
p osed with, and then tho hp ur had arrived 
fort/iking u p ‘the order of the day—Dr. 
Huntington’s resolution regarding the re- 
v lsion of the p rayer book, and Dr. Swop e’s 
amendment thereto. 
The resolutions were discussed by lie vs. 
W. R. Huntington, of New York; D. R. 
Goodwin, of Pennsylvania; W. J. Gold, of 
Chicago, and others, and the discussion took 
a wide range, but was interruted by a mes­ 
sage from the house of bishop s, announcing 
that that body had adop ted a resolution very 
irnilar to that of Dr. Huntington. On-<tno- 
tion of Dr. Huntington this resolution, with 
Dr. Huntington’s resolution as an amend­ 
ment thereto, was adop ted by a decided ma­ 
jority. 
The resolution p rovides for the ap ­ 
p ointment of a joint committee to whom 
shall be referred all immioriaLs nnd resolu­ 
tio n s p resented with reference to the subject 
of liturgical revision, the said committee to 
iv*p ort not later than the tenth day of the 
p resent session what action, if any, ought to 
be taken by the general convention on the 
subject.

ILLINOIS FRUIT DRYING. 


THE Al'CIENT AND MODERN STYLE 
OF DR/ING APPLES. 


How On* Process of E va p o ra tio n Is Now 
C o n d ucted by F ru it D ry ers—In an E va p ­ 
o ra tio n E sta blish m e n t—E xte n t 
o f th e 
Industry—Wages P aid . 


The ap p le drying of the early days is now 
die great and growing evap oration business 
>f to-day. 
Man’s ingenuity has not only done 
ivvay with the old and laborious manner of 
taking out the p rice of fruit for home con­ 
sump tion, but it lms built up an enormous 
trade in which not only tho meat of tho fruit 
is p reserved for future use, but the p eel and 
the cores are utilized. The instigating cause 
of the vast sp read in the business is found in 
several facts. 
Numerous storms blow tbo 
fruit from the trees to the ground, making 
the ap p les unfit to ship , and the cider mills 
fail to create a sufficient demand for cider to 
use the fruit for that p urp ose. 
Canning the 
fruit adds te the bulk, while evap orating re­ 
duces it. 
An evap orating establishment consists of a 
building having’in it a number of towers run­ 
ning from the basement to and through tho 
roof. The towers are made of wood and are 
about three feet square. 
Running down the 
outside and up the inside of two sides of the 
tower is an endless belt, which runs over a 
p ulley and is moved by means of a crank at 
the base of tho tower. About eight inches 
fi*om each other elects are fastened to the belt. 
Thero being a belt on each side of the. tower, 
a wire-bottomod tray containing the green 
fruit is p ushed through an ap erture in the 
tower and rests on the eleets. The crank is 
turned sufficiently to bring up another p air 
of eleets and another tray is fitted in its p lace, 
and so on until there are enough trays to 
make a tier reaching to tho top , where, after 
being in the tower from four to live hours, 
the trays aro taken out, there being a tray 
p ut in at the bottom each time one is taken 
out at the top . 
The heat in the tower is kep t 
at 170 degrees by means of a furnace located 
at the base of each tower, and in which coal 
fires are kep t burning, never being allowed to 
go out during an evap orating season. 
In 
order to make the fruit bleach into snowy 
whiteness instead of becoming brown, as it 
used to, it is p ut into trays and into a bleach­ 
ing tower, at the bottom of which brimstone 
is burned, the fumes doing the work of 
whitening. These towers are called bleach­ 
ers. 
PA RING AND SLIC IN G M ACHINES. 
Ap p les are hauled in from the country and 
weighed in bulk, fifty p ounds being oon- 
sidered a bushel. 
The seller is p aid for the 
ap p les nt from t •enty-five to thirty cents p er 
109 p ounds, and they are unloaded into huge 
bins. 
Young girls and middle-aged women 
make up almost the entire force emp loyed in 
an evap orator. 
A long table runs tbo entire 
length of the room, tho p aring and slicing 
machines being p laced on tho table. 
A first- 
ciass machine p eels and cuts up into rings, 
taking out tho core of one ap p le in something 
less than a second and by one continuous 
movement of tho crank. The machine is very 
simp le and costs £ 18. 
A girl will stand at 
the machine, turn the crank with one hand 
and p lace the ap p les on tho p rongs with the 
other, and p rep are fifty bushels of ap p les p er 
day.. She is required to have two help ers, 
however, whose duty it Is to cut the sliced 
ap p le ap art with a knife and to cut away the 
decayed p arts. 
W hat class of girls do this work? One 
might say all classes. They come in from tho 
country, the lass from the rural district meet­ 
ing her city fled cousin on the same p lane. 
Girls who have been successful and unsuc­ 
cessful behind dry goods counters will grind 
an ap p le machine day in and day out, making 
less comp laint than a man. 
Many young 
igirls who havo good homes and are not re­ 
quired to work for their living, ap p ly for 
emp loyment in evap orating establishments. 
The op erators say they p refer female to male 
help in the business, and nine-tenths of the 
concerns to d ay are emp loying girls almost 
exclusively. They require breaking in, how­ 
ever, the main trouble at the start being their 
inherent disp osition to talk and retard work. 
The girl who works the machine is p aid four 
cents a bushel for each bushel p eeled, divid­ 
ing thé same equally between herself and the 
two girls who act as help ers. This would 
give each a trifle over sixty cents a day. Of 
course, those who do more work get more 
p ay. 
As fast as the fruit is dried it is gener­ 
ally ship p ed to m arket 
A girl will do the 
p acking. 
A box holding fifty p ounds will 
havo the bottom ‘“laid” with p ieces of the 
dried fruit, and will then be filled up , the 
under side being op ened when tho box is dis­ 
p layed for sale. 
the peelin g s an d cor es . 
Of course the market varies on the p rice 
realized, but it averages about five cents for 
choice rings. 
There are generally sixty 


h a n d s emp loyed about the average evap ora­ 
tor. 
Besides the p eelers, hands are emp loyed 
to sum>lv the girls with ap p les, to p ut them 


in and take them out of the towers, to help 
unload from the wagons, and night and day 
hands to fire the furnaces and watch the 
fruit in p rocess of evap oration. 
A bushel 
of ap p les will turn out about five p ounds of 
dried fruit, from which it will be seen that 
there is a fair p rofit in the business. 
The p eelings and cores are evap orated in 
the same manner as the ap p les, and aro 
p acked and ship p ed away, selling in the 
neighborhood of two cent» a p ound. These 
goods are used for making jelly, and a goodly 
p ortion of the jellies seen on the shelves of 
grocery store« has l*een squeezed from ap p le 
p eels and cores. 
Dried fruit is not only used 
to a large extent hero, but is exp orted, 
France consuming a large amount annually. 
The evap orators do an immense amount of 
good to the community in which they are 
located. 
Besides emp loying labor they create 
a demand for fruit which could find no m ar­ 
ket. The dried fruit is ship p ed mostly to 
Chicago commission merchants, who find no 
trouble in making ready sales. 
Some of the 
more wealthy op erators do not sell at once, 
but hold for winter p rices. Most of them, 
however, go on the small p rofit and quick re­ 
turn p r in c ip le .— Centralia (Ills.) Cor. Chicago 
Tribune.

POWER OF “ INFLUENCE, 


AN O H IO PROSECUTOR MAKES 
SUGGESTIVE DISCOVERY 
THE 


That Only the Po o f %nd P nlnfluenttal 
Are Sure o f Feeling the Grip o f th e 
Law—Grav e Charge« Against a Grand 
J ury —Indictm ent« la the Ohio P en i­ 
tentiary Case*—Criminal Reco rd. 


Co lumbus, Ohio , Oct 8.—The grand jury 
o f this co unty repo rted Thursday finding two 
indictments against ex-penitentiary o fficials 
fo r embezzlement mid bribery while in o ffice, 
being ex-Dcputy Warden Marno tt and ex- 
Superintendent o f State Sho ps Samuel Perry, 
who is a bro ther-in-law o f ex-Go v erno r 
Ho adly, and serv ed thro ugh hi« administra­ 
tio n. 
There were no indictments fo und in 
the electio n fo rgery case« at the penitentiary, 
which the jury co nsidered fo r three day« , and 
upo n which a great deal o f direct testimo ny 
was taken. 
The feature o f the repo rt o f the jury was 
the address o f the pro secuting atto rney, in 
which he called the attentio n o f the judge to 
to the fact that the jury had been tampered 
with by tho ae high in so cial and o fficial po si* 
tio n, and that there was no such thing as get­ 
ting justice. 
In this co nnectio n he held 
that the po o rer classes receiv ed strict at­ 
tentio n by the grand jury, but when il 
came 
to tho se 
hav ing influence 
there 
was no use trying to secure indictments with 
the grand jury system in its present co ndi­ 
tio n in this co unty. 
The pro secuto r stated 
that ev idence o f a mo st co nclusiv e nature 
had been placed befo re the jury in regard to 
the fo rgery cases and o ther high crimes, but 
that no thing co uld be acco mplished with the 
o utside influence which was bro ught to bear. 
He co ncluded by stating that he wo uld ask 
the co urt to call a special grand jury, and 
that he wo uld hav e arrested and tried befo re 
a lo cal justice the parties co nnected with the 
late electio n fo rgery, co nsidering this to be 
the o nly manner in which he co uld secure 
their presence in co urt 
fo r trial. 
He also 
w o uld cause o ther arrests o f tho se charged 
with crimes at the penitentiary. 
He ex­ 
pected to hav e them bo und o v er so that they 
w o uld be in readiness to appear befo re the 
.¡v cial grand jury which is to be called. 


MIDDLE AGES REDIVIVUS. 


An 
Outbreak o f Religio us lllgo try at 
a D etro it Funeral. 
D e tro it, Mich., Oct. 8.—A new phase o f 
the recent Po lish rio ts unexpectedly turned up 
Thursday. On Tuesday Mrs. Pzeittku, who 
with her husband had been a faithful adher­ 
ent o f the depo sed priest Ko lo sinski, died o f 
typho id fev er. The usual certificates were 
giv en by the city health o fficers, and o n 
Wednesday the funeral pro cessio n started fo r 
M t Elio tt cemetery, the chief co nsecrated 
burying gro und o f the Ro man Catho lics. 
At 
the entrance to the cemetery the pro cessio n 
was sto pped by the superintendent o f the 
gro unds, who demanded a certificate o f per­ 
missio n fro m the priest o f the parish in which 
the dead wo man had liv ed. The pro cessio n 
halted at the gates while a friend o f the fam­ 
ily returned to the Po lish quarter to secure 
the required permit 
Ho applied to Do m- 
bro wski, the no minal successo r o f Ko lo sinski, 
but who m many o f the latter's o ld parishio n­ 
ers hav e steadfastly refused to accept, the 
Pzeittku family amo ng o thers. 
Do mbro wski 
refused the request, and the funeral pro ces­ 
sio n was co mpelled to return to the ho use. 
Late in the day an attempt was made to bury 
the bo dy in o ther Ro man Catho lic cemeteries, 
and this w as co ntinued with repeated failures 
until there had lieen fo ur fo rmal funeral pro ­ 
cessio ns with the bo dy o f Mrs. Pzeittku. 
The co ri>se was finally returned to the ho us* 
Thursday, where it no w lies in a semi-putrid 
co nditio n. 
These facts became kno wn in the 
Po lish quarter, and early Thursday afterno o n 
a great cro wd o f Po les co llected uo ar the resi­ 
dence o f Do mbro wski, ho o ting and yelling 
and threatening v engeance sho uld he v en­ 
ture 021 the street. 
The po lice wo re no tified, 
and by an ho ur's hard wo rk managed to cleai 
the street and prev ent a repetitio n o f the 
rio to us scenes o f sev eral mo nths age. 
Thurs­ 
day ev ening sev eral pro minent Po les eo n- 
sulted an atto rney with a v iew o f co mpleting 
the priest to grant permissio n to bury Mrs 
Pzeittku’« bo dy in so me Catho lic cemetery. 
Her relativ es are determined that she shal 
uo t livf in uneo nsecrated gro und,

niners” if they demanded admissio n fo r their 
co lo red delegate, was v ery quiet. 
Scarcely 
a wro rd was spo ken by many, and few so unds 
abo v e lo w to nes were uttered by anybo dy, 
and there was ev idently a quiet determina­ 
tio n to resist the intrusio n o f a negro into the 
lo wer po rtio n o f the theatre, regardless o f 
co nsequences. 
In co mmenting upo n the co lo r-line issue, 
The States says: 
Tho se who v isit this city fo r business o r

leasure are always safe in o ur midst, and 
ley can always retain the respect o f o ur peo ­ 
ple so lo ng as they sho w themselv es wo rthy 
o f it. 
But when any o f them attempt to 
inaugurate a so cial rev o lutio n amo n^ us, 
they need no t be surprised if they quickly 
aro use a righteo us po pular indignatio n. 
Tho 
custo ms o f generatio ns can no t be rudely 
trampled under fo o t by a few men, w ho at­ 
tempt arro gantly to exercise an autho rity 
who lly o ffensiv e in bo th its spirit and its o b­ 
ject to the po pular sense. 
Them is nev er a 
clash between the white and the co lo red peo ­ 
ple in this state, sav e o nUr when so me intrud­ 
ing o utsider, o r so me malco ntent at ho me, at­ 
tempts to aro use race feeling, and to pro v o ke 
antago nism between the two races. 
A number o f co mmunicatio ns are pub­ 
lished in The Btate fro m the pens o f o ld citi­ 
zens, and the temper o f them all can be seen 
by the fo llo wing extract fro m o ne o f them:

Go d, no t man, placed the mark upo n him in 
his creatio n. 
Mr. Daniel E. Bandmann, who is playing 
Shakespeare’s characters at the Academy o f 
Music, where the co lo red delegate Farrell 
went with the “ fo rty-niners” o n Tuesday 
ev ening, has addressed a co mmunicatio n to 
the edito r o f Tlie Whig, in which he says that 
he perso nally and alo ne is respo nsible fo r the 
presence o f Farrell in the o rchestra Tuesday 
night; that he ho d no intentio n o f casting a 
slur ui*o n Richmo nd so cial institutio ns, no r 
any po litical o bject. 
His who le o bject was 
educatio nal. 
The purpo se o f his life has 
been to elev ate the drama and stem the 
to rrent o f degraded taste. 
He frankly ad­ 
mits that “ I wo uld, witho ut the slightest 
remuneratio n, place the wo rks o f Shake­ 
speare befo re yo ur entire co lo red po pulatio n, 
if by do ing so I co uld raise them o ut o f a 
state o f lethargy and igno rance and inspire 
them to v igo r and animatio n. 
It is but right 
to state that the manager o f the Academy 
knew no thing o f the o ccurrence.”

Last, week in company with m> family 
and atxmt H0,<kki other people, I paid a v isit 
to the great industrial exposition at Min­ 
neapolis.

TH E BUCKEYE PANORAMA BUSINESS. 


A P la c e W h e re B i* P a in tin g* a re M anu ­ 
fa c tu re d for E xh ib ition — Big Schem e. 
Chicago is the center of tho panorama 
business ill America. 
And the panorama 
business is a more extensiv e one than most 
people imagine it to be. There are sev eral 
panorama factories in town, or near by. 
One of these* stands near tho Rock Island rail­ 
way tracks in Englewood—a monster turret 
of wood, whose doors are closed to all v isitors 
except those accompanied by the proprietor, 
Dr. Pierpont. 
In 
this 
turret-like house 
painters are always at work upon panoramas 
—not creations, but copies of works alreadj* 
known to fame. Gettysburg is the fav orite, 
and it is estimated that there ore now in ex­ 
istence something like two dozen copies of 
this 
famous panorama. 
Tho 
copies are 
known to the trade as “buckeyes,” though 
the origin of the term in this application is as 
yet a mystery. These “buckeyes” cost all the 
way from $2,000 to $20,000 apiece, and some 
of them are fine copies of the original. They 
are sold to enterprising chaps in large cities 
throughout the country, and exhibited usu­ 
ally in cheap wooden buildings. Some of 
them hav e made fortunes for their owners in 
a few* years. 
Tho cheaper paintings are carried about the 
country by railway oars, being wound up for 
shipment on a big spool, and exhibited in 
tents. Some of the first “ buckeyes” manu­ 
factured were turned out by house and sign 
painters, and sorry jobs they made of them, 
too. In addition to their ignorance of i**r- 
spectiv e and coloring they only knew how to 
mix paints for wood surfaces, and some of 
the canv ases which their clumsy brushes 
daubed, and which hav e been carried around 
the country until they are weary, cracked 
and weather-worn, do not much resemble the 
original Gettysburg. 
A queer feature of the business is that the 
painters of these “ buckeyes” pay the propri» *- 
tors of the originals nothing for the priv ilege 
of copying. 
Photographs are on sale of all 
sections sav e one of the Gett ysburg panorama, 
the exception lieing tho v iew of the wheat 
field. The eopyers buy these photographs, 
slyly take notes as to the coloring while pre­ 
tending to l*x>k at the canv as, and in the same 
manner make hasty and crude sketches of the 
wheat field. 
It is said that there is a scheme on foot to 
procure 
copies of Gettysburg, Shiloh, 
Missionary Ridge, Siege of Paris and Atlanta 
(the new picture being painted in W ehners 
studio, Milwaukee), and combining them all 
under one canv as—‘‘only one admission ticket 
to tho fiv e greatest panoramas on earth”—go 
on the road in true circus style. 
Surely, this 
is a great world for schemes.—Chicago 
Herald.

stopped.” And thus the v aliant dowager, in­ 
terposing her stately command between the 
young woman and the young woman’s natu­ 
ral and lawful appetite for dinner, reminds 
one of Charles V and the faithful old serv ant 
at the monastery of Yuste. 
W ith utter self- 
dev otion he would fling himself in the breach 
between his royal master and some highly in­ 
digestible dainty, just as in former days ho 
he had shielded the person of royalty with hia 
own body in the thick of battle’.—Newport
